Washington, August 20.—The 
American government hag Virtually 
authorized Costa Rica to seize and 
exercise its jurisdiction over dis- 
puted territory in Central America 
now in possession of Panama gov- 
ernment troops. 

For the purpose of maintaining a 
watchful control over developments 
which may follow, American armed 
forces, some of them now being 
rushed from this country, will take 
up advantageous positions in the 
trouble zone. 

A battalion of United States ma- 
rines, ordered from Quantico, Vir- 
ginia, Saturday night, was sceduled 
to board the United States ship 
Pennsylvania at the Delaware break- 
waters Sunday en route to Panama. 
The battalion, at full war strength 
and fuily equipped for field service, 
will be sent through the Panama 
canal so as to be available, if nec- 
oftary, for — wr. on thePaelfiec 
side where the™ Coto region, the 
present seat of trouble, is located. 

May Not Land. 

It was indicated in official quar- 
ters Sunday that the marines might 
not be landed, depending upon de- 
velopments, and that their dispatch 
was merely for purposes of main- 
taining order while Costa Rican 
forces proceeded to take over juris- 
diction of the Coto territory. 

Transport of the marines foliow- 
ed dispatch of a note August 18 by 
Secretary of State Hughes to the 
government of Panama, clearly re- 
vealing that.American patience with 
Panama had been exhausted. On 
May 2, Hughes had sent a note to 
Panama upholding the right of Costa 
tica, to the region in question, in 
the same note, too, Hughes stated 
that a limited time would be given 
Panama to negotiate with Costa 
Ktica as to the manner in which 
Costa Rica was to take over juris- 
diction. At that time it was Hughes’ 
opinion that sixty days would be 
sufficient, Much more time was 
finally given, however, so his note, 
sent last Thursday, reads. 

“Inasmuch as a reasonable time 
for reaching an agreement has al- 
ready been afforded, there seems to 
be no reason why the government 
of the United States should, as the 
friendly mediator between the two 
governments, or by virtue of its 
special relations to the government 
of Panama, feel compelled to sug- 
gest to the government of Costa 
Rica that it delay no longer taking 
jurisdiction over the territory which 
is now occupied by Pana%a and 
which was adjudged to belong to 
Costa Rica by the terms of the 
Loubet award.” 

Peculiar Situation. 

One singular thing about the 
present trouble between Panama 
and Costa Rica is that the United 
States, while exertisin a special 
protectorate over the former gov- 
ernment, is in the position of assist- 
ing Costa Rica. Another odd feature 
of the trouble is that the Coto 
region is. not and never has been 
denied by Panama as belonging to 
Costa Rica, although Panama has 
held the Coto territory for years. 
Meantime Costa Rican forces moved 
into and took jurisdiction over 
territory awarded it by Chief Jus- 
tice White on the Atlantic side, an 
award to which Panama. since has 
refused to subscribe. 

Panama, therefore, has been in 
position of holding indisputably 
Costa Rican territory, as a retalia- 
tory measure against Costa Rican 
seizure. of territory awarded it by 
White, but claimed by Panama.

to have been brought from Kilikisi 
and the Caucasus. 

In his retreat, according to the 
Smyrna dispatch, Mustapha Kemal, 
the nationalist leader, forces the 
inhabitants to evacuate the regions 
and follow him. At one place sev- 
enty of them who refused to leave 
were shot. =

Washington, August 21.—Once 
more American supply ships are to 
bridge the Atlantic—this time car- 
rying food munitions for the Amer- 
ican relief administartion’s war 
against starvation and_ sickness 
among the children of Soviet Rus- 
sia. 

Food shipments from New York 
are to begin as s00n as vessels are 
ready, officials said tonight, but it 
was believed that surplus from 
warehouses abroad were already 
moving into Russia under the work- 
ing agreemnt negotiated at Riga 
between Walter Lyman Brown, Ev- 
ropean director of the organization, 
and Litvinoff, the Soviet represen- 
tative. 

As yet officiaJs declared, Secre- 
tary Hoover, chairman of the ad- 
ministration has outlined only in a 
broad general way the plans for 
mitigating the Russian famine. Be- 
program can be worked | 
out fin finished detafly it Wes ex- 
plained,.relief agents .muté-¢ive up 
the situation in the various fam- 
ine areas and report on the diffi- 
culties, such as transportation to 
be overcome and the number of 
hungry mouths to be fed. Famine 
areas near Petrograd and Moscow, 
the most accessible regions, it was 
believed, would be the first to re- 
ceive American rations, shipments 
from New. York coming by way of 
Danzig, but later it was thought 
Supplies from this country could 
reach some of the stricken areas 
quicker through the Black sea ports. 

Work to Grow. . 

At first, because of the nature 
of the country, food relief in Rus- 
sia necessarily must be limited, of- 
ficials asserted, but as the adminis- 
tration’s veteran organization reach- 
ed its maximum speed they predicted 
that vast stocks of foodstuffs would 
cross the seas to Russia chiidren 
These supplies have been specially 
selected to meet the dietary needs 
of the young, consisting of lighter 
and more easily digested foods, such 
as ricé, sugar and fats for soup 
making, condensed milk and beans. 
Actual distribution, it was. said, 
Probably would be made at hut 
kitchens. where the children would 
be fed twice a day as this method 
would insure the food reaching its 
intended objects and enable . the 
most careful check on outgoihg 7 
plies.

These included a good roads 
bill, in conference; the anti-beéer bill, 
in conference; the bill to extend farm 
credits through the War Finance 
corporation, enacted by the senate 
and shortly to be passed by. the 
house. 

Important administration meas- 
ures, it now seems, nfust go over un- 
til the session is resumed. The rail. 
road funding bill is due to come up 
for consideration in the house this 
week, but Because of opposition to 
it, ffnal action is not expected. The 
administration’s bill gmpowering 
the secretary of the treasury to fund

ate finance committee, but delay is 
anticipated. The president's request 
for creation of a department of pub- 
lic welfare has been indefinitely 
sidetracked.

: . malaen Stel 
Washington, August — (Spec 
by .Constitution Lased Wire )--The 
bureau of the census, of the de- 
partment of commerce, announces, 
subject to correction, preliminary 
figures from the 1920 census of 
agriculture for the United States 
on the acreage of improved farm 
lands of the country, showing com- 
parative areas operated by owners 
and by tenants with comparative 

figures for 1910. 

Of the total acreage of improved 
land in farms in the United States 
on Jannuary 1, 1929, (506,982,301 
acres) as shown by the fourteenth 
census, 316,451,438 acres ‘were in 
farms operated by their owners; 
13,471,190 acres were operated by 
managers, and 177,059,673 acres by 
tenants. The corresponding figures 
for 1910 were: Owners. 309,850,- 
421 acres; managers, 12,314,015 
acres, and tenants, 158,287,314 acres. 
Improved land in farms includes 
all lands regularly tilled or mow- 
ed, tand in pasture which has been 
cleared or tilled, land lying fallow,,. 
land in gardens, orchards and vine- 
yards, and land occupied by farm 
buildings. 

The incygeases in improved land 
between 1910 and 1920 were as fol- 
lows: Total, 28,530,551 acres, or 
6 per cent; improved land operated 
by owners, 6,601,017 acres, or 2.1. 
per cent; by managers, 1,157,175 
acres, or 9.4 per cent; by tenants, 
20,772,859 acres, or 13.3 per cent. 

Owners Classified. 

In a census report a distinction 
is made between farmers operating 
their own land only and farmers 
who hire some land in addition to 
that which they own. The former 
are classed as “full owners” and 
the latter as “part owners.” The 
acreage of improved land operated 
by full owners in 1920 was 237,069,- 
847, and by part owners, 79,381,- 
591, while in 1910 233,808,597 acres 
were operated by full owners and 
76,041,824 acres by part owners. 

Comparative figures for the state 
of Georgia show a.total acreage of 
improved land for 1920 of 13,054,- 
010 acres against 12,288.017 for 
1910, ranking fourteenth among the 
states of the union against the posi- 
tion of sixteenth, which was held 
in 1910. The 1920 figures fgr the 
state in total farm lands, which in- 
cludes improved as well as other- 
wise, although holding a position of 
thirteenth in the United States, with 
25,437,072 acres, shows a falling off 
of 1,516,341 acres during the ten 
year period between 1920 and 1910. 
Total figures of the entire country 
in all farm lands were 955,675,545 
acres, with a preponderance in fa- 
vor of the east west central and 
northwest central] states, 

Other figures for the state of 
Georgia in improved farm lands 
were: Owners, 5,108,353 acres in 1910 
against 4,931,295 in 1910; managers, 
322,474 acres in 1920 against 248,350 
in 1910; tena@ts, 7,623,183 acres in 
1920 against 7,118,372 in 1910. 

Average Increuses. 

The average increase of improved 
farm land between 1910 and 1920 was 
78.6; for owners, 80.6; for managers, 
196.6, and for tenants, 71.2 The cor- 
responding figures for 1920 were as 
follows: For all farms, 75.2 acres; 
for farms operated by their awners, 
78.5 acres; by managers, 211.9 acres, 
and by tenants, 66.4 acres. ’ 

The average acreage of improved 
land per farm for full owners in 
1920 was 70.4, and the average for 
part owners was 142.1. In 1910 the 
average improved acreage per farm 
for full owners was 69.7, and for 
part owners, 128.1. 

In the United States as a whole; 
the average acreage of improved 
land for farms operated by. their 
owners is somewhat larger than for 
farms operated by tenants.

He re- 
signed as high commissioner in Juty, 
1920, and a short time later returned 
to the United States. 


BUILDING DAMS 
ON SMALL STREAMS. 


London, August 21.—With. inge- 
nuity born of desperation, whole 
populations of Russian farm vil- 
lages in the drought stricken Volsk 
region of the middle Volga terri- 
tory, have turned out to build dams 
and divert smal) streame from their 
banks over the parched fielde, 
hoping thereby to be able to force 
a crop of vegetables which may be 
preserved to see them through the 
winter. But, in Saratov, where 
there has been almost no rain, the 
erop has been not more than forty 
pounds per acre, and the peasants 
are trying to subsist on acorns, the 
Russian trade délegation here re- 
ported in a summary of the latest 
official dispatches from Moscow. 
Cholera, although diminishing in in- 
tensity, has spread to the red army, 
the summary reported, there being 
about 2,000 military cases. 

The statement quotes Moscow dils- 
patches for the informafion that the 
peaSantae generally have not fled 
their farms, although a great over- 
land emigration has set in toward 
Siberia. 

Many battalions of the red army 
are said to be giving part of their 
meagre rations and one .month’s 
pay to help the hungry. The fuel 
situation is repor as somewhat 
better. More than 1.500.000 tons of 
oi] having been shipped up the 
Volga from Astrakhan since spring. 
The railroads have evacuated from 
the famine @istricts to Siberia.

The excellent result has been the! 
outco absolutely of a system of 
et schoo] taxation. 

ere are counties in Florida that 
have gone to the extreme. They 
have taxed themselves to the con- 
stitutional limit, and builded and 
developed even beyond their means, 
and are hence in debt. But the in- 
Stances are few, and they will over- 
come their present embarrassments. 
The fact is—and it stands out as 
Dolaiy as a pot leg-—Florida is a 
striking ¢xample of common schoo] 
efficiency, with fine plants, well- 
paid teachers, full terms, heavy at- 
tendance, and satisfactory results 
to pupils. 

Florida is particularly strong in 
her county high schools. She has 
followed a course of concentration— 
doing away as far as practicable 
with the one-teacher, one-room 
schools, and making graded commu- 
nity schools instead, and she has 
found it wonderfully satisfactory. 
COMPARISONS SHOW 
SCHOOL EVOLUTION. 

I shall demonstrate the evolution 
of the common schools of Florida 
by comparative figures that tell 
more in a sentence than I can write 
in a page.

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Says England ; 
Should “Pay Up” 


Editor Constitution: According 
to the news columns of August 17, 
Liverpool] cotton receipts were 8,000 
bales of which only 600 were Amer- 
ican. The same day we are told 
that English Cotton Spinners asso- 
ciation is to' increase work in mills, 
using American cotton, to 35 hours 
per week instead of the present 
short time of 24 hours per week. 
But mills using Egyptian cotton are 
to work fuli time. 

A few days since we were told 
about the largest cotton farm in the 
world being located in Mississippi 
and operated for a Britsh syndicate. 
This farm produces 10,000 bales of 
cotton per year, besides food stuff 
enough to run it, and is managed 
by a high class. expert in cotton 
farming with some 500 white as- 
sistants. 

So it seems that England has al- 
most quit using our cotton but in- 
stead is using American capital and 
American braing to produce her 
cotton in her own possessions. This 
cotton farm in Mississippi is, no 
doubt, used as a schoo] from which 
men are sent to teach our methods 
of cotton farming to the farmers 
of Egypt, India and other British 
possessions. With Canada to pro- 
duce her wheat and other food 
stuffs, England has now become 

ractitally independent of our 
armers. 

When we remember that hereto- 
fore England has been the great- 
est purchaser and consumer of our 
cotton and wheat it is not surpris- 
ing that the American farmer is de- 
pressed in his business. 

England Owes this country Over 
four billion dollars. It is high time 
for Uncle Sam to tell his friend, 
John Bull, to come across with that 
debt. ; 

"With the British war debt to us 
wiped out, the British pound ster- 
ling would rise to par, our cotton 
farmers would be paid 15 cents per 
popnd for their cotton where they 
now onty receive 12 cents and pros- 
perity would again return to our

‘HEALTH TALKS | 
BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


MIGRAINE, 
Periodic attacks of “migraine” or 
Sick headache are frequently a fea- 
tur? in the family history. Deep 


students of the subject have called 
migraine the “sensory equivalent” 
of epilepsy; that is to say, one mem- 

r of a family has epileptic seizures 
of one type or another, while some 
other member of the family will 
suffer with periodic migraine seiz- 
ures. Both diseases seem to pre- 
sent no visible pathology; nothing 
p to explain the disease is discov- 
erable post mortem. Both diseases 
have an “aura” or warming: some 
peculiar sensation or feeling by 
which the victim knows a seizure 
is tmminent. 


A few years ago one of the fore- 
most American abdominal surgeons 
announced the discovery of what he 


believed the cause of epilepsy, nam- 
ly, a bacillus which normally in- 
habits the intestinal tract of man 
anu animals, and which is “foreed” 
into the blood by the increased pres- 
sure in the intestine which happens 
to be partly obstructed by some 
kink or adhesion or other condition 
causing stasis, In short, the sur- 
gseon believed that intestinal stasis 
was a usual cause of epleptie seiz- 
ures, and this belief was the result 
of several incidents, In operating 
for the relief of such cases of in- 
testinal stasis he discovered that 
a considerable number of the pa- 
tients who happened to suffer from 
epilepsy were greatly improved or 
cured after the stasis was overcome 
by surgery. 

We have an endless number of 
theoretical remedies for sick head- 
ache. I am speaking now of actual 
treatment of the disease and not 
mere relief of the attack. X-ray ob- 
servation of the digestion a bismuth 
test meal has emonstrated the 
presence of a stasis in a goodly 
majority of all cases of migraine or 
sick headache. An incompetent 
ileo-cecal valve is often found, and 
this condition permits the residue 
of the cecum (large bowel) to back 
up into the ilem (small bowel), 
where absorption is very active, 
thus producing marked intoxica- 
tion of the system. This is not 
wholly theoretical, but a demon- 
strable state of affairs, The cure 
of the stasis brings great relief and 
perhaps permanent cure of the sick 
“headaches. 


All victims of this distressing 


malady know that constipation fa- 
vors attacks, and that a cathartic 
tends to ward off or abort an at- 
tack. Many victims have discovered 
that a strict vegetarian diet gives 
great relief. few have assured 
[us that six somersaults night and 
morning have practically cured 
them—the somersaults get the food 
residue out of the. corner pockets,

Boycott of British Goods 
in China Is Principal 


Factor in Demand for 
Change in Treaty.

Washington, August 21.—Despite 
repeated assertions in London that 
England will not renounce the An- 
glo-Japanese alliance unless some- 
thing equally as good can be se- 
cured to take its place, well in- 
formed circles here are gtill antic- 
ipating a drastic ghange in Down- 
ing street’s policies regarding the 
Far East before the disarmament 
conference convenes. . 

A powerful argument for the dis- 
solution of the pact has appeared 
in the increasing anti-British boy- 
cott, which is gaining headway in 
China. According to authorities 
well versed in Far Eastern develop- 
ments, China’s sub-rosa boycott of 
British interests ig causing no little 
concern among British capitalists 


and trade interests. 

Already, it is pointed out, two of 
the largest Chinese - government 
contracts of recent years, including 
the bridge across the Yangtze river,, 
to be the largest in the world, have 
gone to American firms for no oth- 
er reason than that of personal 
preference. 

Business Policies Criticised. 

A few weeks ago British busi- 
ness circulated a resolution in Lon- 
den calling the attention of Down- 
ing street to the detrimental effect 
Great Britain’s Pacific policies were 
having on British commerce and 
urging a clarification of the situ- 
ation before irreparable damage had 
been done. The efficacy of new 
China’s boycott against Japanese 
goods was cited as evidence of the 
far-reaching effect of the silent 
protest. 

Exposure of the Cassel conces- 
sions in Kwangtung province also 
has brought tOea head the consor- 
tium issue, which will be fought out 
‘during the Washington conference. 
American officials declare the Cassel 
concessions, which virtually monop- 
olizes for England the industrial 
resources of that part of China, 
jis @ violation of the consortium pro- 
posals of Versailles. 

Whether the north China govern- 
ment, which is recognized by the 
United States, wil: prove the agree- 
ment, made by the provisional gov- 
ernment of the province, remains to 
be seen. Japanese political pres- 
sure and nearly a mililon dollars in 
British gold are alleged to be ex- 
erting pressure on Pekin. 

Peaceful penetration of China by 
Germany as well as the United 
States is progressing, according to 
department of commerce telegrams 
from Commercial Attache Julian Ar- 
nold, at Pekin. 

China’s Demand for Goods, 

“An improving demand in the in- 
terior for foreign goods and a more 
satisfactory financial condition, to- 
gether with the notable German 
activity,” cables Arnold, “are the 
outstanding economic conditions in 
China during the month ending Au- 
gust 16.” China’s declared exports 
to the United States during the 
first half of 1921, amounted to $60,- 
000,000 American gold while Canton 
exports of raw silk alone during 
July were valued at more than $3,- 
000,000 gold. 

Notable incrmases in the import 
of American goods, especially auto- 
mobiles and cotton, was noted, while 


German exports of synthetic dyes 
kept the market below prices where 
other nations could successfully 
compete. Favorable exchange rates 
also accelerated Germany’s export 
to China of aniline dyes and ma- 
ching tvols.

Woodstock, Ga. August 21.-— 
(Special.)—After spending four days 


in the remote fastnesses of the 
Cherokee county hills, I have reach- 
ed the conclusion that the only ef- 
fect that. federal prohibition has had 
on the north Georgia whisky busi- 
ness is that the distiller has been. 
forced to resort to remarkable 
cunning and strategy in the opera- 
tion of his still, and in. getting his 
product. to Atlanta, the principal 
market. If anybody has the slight- 
est belief thdt the mountain distil- 
ler has been exterminated, just let 
him carve his initials on a certain 
post-oak stump about ten miles 
from Woodstock, and then mark in 
the sand the quantity of booze de- 
~ oy Mas the time he would like to 
get it. 

As an instance of improved. stra- 
tegic methods, many wildcat stills 
nowadays are being made portable, 
and comparatively small. The moon- 
shiner sets up his outfit on a cer- 
tain stream for a few days, and then 
dismantles his equipment, loads it 
on a wagon and goes to another lo- 
cation. To elude the vigilant au- 
thorities, whisky is being carried 
into Atlanta by. the women folks, 
who ordinarily would not arouse 
suspicion, just: because they carry a, 
Suitcase. The principal blockade 
running, however, is still being 
done by the Atlanta whisky inter- 
ests, who contro] whole fleets of 
high-powered automobiles. 

A fresh-cut shumate bush, sap | 
in the middle of a@ small road an 
pointing. up a faintly-beaten path, 
guided me on a trip of—er—investi-. 
gation, so to speak, to. oné of those. 
stills operated not for profit, I was 
told, but merely for family use. My! 
The family was small, I afterwards 
found to my surprise, and the still 
struck me as being extremely large 
for the needs of a man, his wife and 
two baby girls. To evade the eagle 
eyes of the government “bdranch- 
walkers,” the still was about 150 
yards from the nearest stream, and 
received its water supply from an 
underground pipe leading from the 
branch. 

One small still, which I am con- 
vinced could not possibly make 
whisky in commercia)] quantities, 
has been in operation undisturbed 
for months, I was informed. Once 
it was raided, I was told, but the re- 
tort was saved from confiscation, 
and the remainder of the outfit was 
replaced. 

The proprietor leads you to this 
still ae naturally and as unconcern- 
edly as he would take you to see his 
sorghum mill. You are astounded 
to discover how near the still is 
to his house, until you reflect in 
what an out-of-the-way place the 
house: itself is located. The object 
of the quest is so hidden in the 
ravine that you do not suspect its 
presence until you are on the bluff. 
directly over it, and then you would 
not be aware of its.presence but for 
a thin line of smoke curling slow- 
ly through the treetops. The path is 
very obscure; it mfght be mistaken 
for rabbit path, and yet the still 
has‘ extracted the essence of corn 
for months. To maintain a stil] 
without a tell-tale parh is a trick of 
the trade. 

Descending a steep trail to the 

bottom of the ravine, you find your- 
self at the still. In one end of a 
crude furnace is cemented the cop- 
per retort. A pipe connects the re- 
tort with the “worm,” which is 
coiled in a keg of running water. 
From the worm, through a tube, is 
emitted the silver stream of liquor. 
The air is filled with the sour and 
yeasty smell of a big vat of fer- 
menting meal. A few small jugs 
stand waiting to one side. 
__ As we stood and watched, I felt as 
if there were a thousand eyes in the 
surrounding underbrush and the| 
overhanging muscadine vines. I 
was for the moment on outlaw... Per- 
haps it is the spice of danger at- 
tached to it that makes a visit to a 
still so interesting.

Charleston, W. Va., August 21.— 
Men from the Cabin creek and Paint 
ereek coal fields who gathered at 
Marmet, near here, yesterday with 
the intention of marching to Mingo 
county as a demonstration against 
martial la in force there, were 
still in camp tonight, according to 
Sheriff Walker, of Kanawaha coun- 
ty. He said that about 300 men had 
arrived at the camp today, bring- 
ing the total to approximately 900, 
most of whom are armed. 

The plans of the miners, who are 
scheduled to start for Mingo this 
morning, could not be learned def- 
initely, although the sheriff said 
there was considerable talk among 
them of starting before daylight to- 
morrow. He would not verify the 
reports through self-styled leaders, 
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however, and added that there ap- 
peared to be recognized leaders 
among them. 

Sheriff Don Chafin, of Logan 
county, through whose territory the 
80-mile march to Mingo lies, said 
tonight that “no armed mob” will 
cross the Logan county line. He 
added.that he was “little interested” 
in the gathering of the miners, but 
that he was prepared to meet any 
emergency. 

State authorities continued | to 
keep im touch with the situation, 
but reiterated that they would not 
interfere until the sheriff asked for 
aid. 
reason yet to interfere. 

Most of the men, according to the 
sheriff, who visited the camp this 
afternoon, are armed with shotguns, 
rifles and side arms. Probably half 
of them, he said, are negroes. They 
are subsisting entirely upon beans, 
whoch are cooked over open fires in 
the hollow where they have been 
assembled and stacked their arms.

WASTAGE SCORCD 


The Hoover Committee 
Blames Over-Equipment 
for Heavy Losses and 

_ Urges Co-operation. 


New York, August 21.—Tremen- 
dous wastage in the printing indes- 
try, which can be overcome by co- 
operative effort, was described in 
a report issued tonight by the com- 
mittee on elimination of waste in 
industry of the American Engineer- 
ing council. Over-equipment repre- 
senting a capital outlay of hundreds 
of millions of dollars was mentioned 
as an important factor in printing 
losses. 

The committee, which was named 
by Herbert Hoover and previously 
had investigated various other in- 
dustries, declared that individual ef- 
forts to eliminate waste have 


“proven impotent except for the in- 
dividual pocketbook.” Individual in- 
dustrialism was held a failure as ap- 
plied to the printing industry. 

Printing, the report said, repre- 
sents a total investment of approxi- 
mately a billion and a half dellars, 
and has an annual production of 
more than three billion  dollarse, 
These figures are based upon the in- 
clusion of such dependent industries 
as printing machinery, ink, type 
founding and two-thirds of the 
paper industry. 

The report referred to a survey 
conducted by the United Typothetae 
of America, which estimated over 
equipment at from 50 to 150 per 
cent. Strong competition every- 
where and the necessity for prompt 
production were given as causés for 
this condition.

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Another Murder 
Added to Italian 
List in New York 


New York, August 21.—Even as 
the best detectives in New York 
were searching for half a dozen 
Italians and Sicilians wanted in 
connection with unsolved vendetta 
murders, five shots disturbed a sec- 
tion of the Italian district in Rich- 
mond Hill, Staten Island, Sunday 
afternoon and the regular Sunday 
Italifn killing had been recorded. 
Patsy Aurto, keeper of a rooming 
house, fell to the sidewalk dead and 
a man disappeared, making gestures 
at the spectators with a smoking 
pistol. Some of the witnesses toid 
the. police the man who did the 
shooting. was known as Ignazio 
Martore. This brought the totai 
of murders to date in the current 
series attributed to Italian secret 
societies to 21 or 22. The police 
are uncertain about the figures, be- 
ing unable to say definitely whether 
certain killings could rightly be 
classified as vendetta affairs. 

The detectives are now working 
with the co-operation of the Italian 
consulate general hére in trailing 
a list of Italians, some of whom are 
suspected of merece h 7 who killed 
Detective Sergeant Joseph Petro- 
sino,.of New York, in Palerma, in 
1909. Petrosino had gone to Italy 
to arrest and, if possible, extradite 
certain Italians for killings here 
and was assassinated by friends of 
the fugitives before he could move 
to make the arrests. 

Detective Sergeant Michael Fia- 
schetti, commanding the Italian 
squad, is concentrating on the evi- 
demce @gainst seven Italians al- 
ready underearrest and six others, 
vet to be arrested, whose present 
whereabouts are said to be definite- 
ly known. The further arrests are 
held in abeyance, accdérding to Fia-| 
schetti, so that adequate evidence 
may be obtained upon which to hold 
the men when they are taken, These 
men and six others said to be in 
Detroit are wanted for eleven mur- 
ders here and in Detroit. The key 
to these mysteries was supplied by 
Bartolo Fontano, a barber, who gave 
himself up and confessed because 
haunted by the memory of one of 
his victims.

To Killing in Wayne. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 21.—(Spe-
